One Dead at Hammonton

Farlier in the day, John Mangold,
twenty-sit years old, of Hammonton,
was killed when the truck he was driv-
ing was struck by a Reading train at
the Hammonton crossing. He waas
killed at the same crossing where hiy
brother met death in a similar acel-
dent nine years ago.
